Freight rates have played a very small part in the 
rising cost of living. 


Other causes—the waste of war. under-produc- 
tion, credit inflation—have added dollars to the 
cost of the necessities of life, while freight charges 
have added only cents. 


The average charge for hauling a ton of freight a 
mile is less than a cent. 


A suit of clothing that sold for $30 before the war 
was carried 2,265 miles by rail from Chicago to 
Los Angeles for 16/4 cents.

sells for $50.
